Last Sunday evening, in the 


Baptist Church, Mr, Goodfield 
delivered a sermon upon the 


above subject to a crowded house, 


The preacher, at the outset, scored 
those who, in thought and prac- 
tice, endeavored to banish God 
from the practical affairs of life. 
He recommended the statement 
of Benjamin Franklin, who said 
“The longer I live, the more con- 
vincing proof i see of the truth 
that God governs in the affairs ot 
men’’! and also showed the need 
of Divine support, quoting the 
words of Voltaire, ‘‘Unless there 
be diffused among the people a 
prevailing belief in an Invisible 
and Omniscient Power, all law 
must become inefficacious,”’ 

The first proposition was, Jesus 
Christ’s vote would be considered 
(by Himself) a supreme privilege. 
The minister argued that so every 
true voter should conceive it. To 
understand history would be to 
value the blessing and privilege 
of the individual vote. To cast 
our intelligent vote is to discharge 
our responsibility to the very 
principles of democracy. 

Secondly, Jesus Christ’s vote 
would be counselled by the su- 
preme personality; that is to say, 
God! Christ in his word and work 
revealed Deity. The speaker 
referred to Queen Victoria, Glad- 
stone and Lincoln, who sought 
Divine guidance in all matters of 
public interest, and cited other 
authorities who recommended 
such an appeal. 

Thirdly, Jesus Christ’s vote 
would be cast for Supreme prin- 
ciples, said the pastor. 

We protect our boy’s cap, coat, 
collar, trousers; shoes and jack- 
knife as a principle of our nat- 
ional trade policy, but the su- 
preme aim of Christ would be 
protection for the boy himself. 
We glory in our golden grain, fat 
cattle, prize hogs, vegetables and 
mineral wealth, but, 
preavher, Christ would turn every 
time from our golden wheat fie:ds 
to a golden-haired waif, from our 
exhibition hogs.to our boys and 
girls. He would teach that “the 


forces that make a prosperous |} 


community are not cabbages, 
timber or fisheries, but mora! 
capacities and spiritual character. 
We must believe, with G. 
Curtis, that ‘‘The hope of freein- 
st.tutions lies in character.”’ 
Finally, Christ’s vote would, in 
itself, constitute a supreme pro- 
phecy ; it would bs launched 
forth with a full consciousness of 
its influenco on futurity. Mr. 


Goodfield gave the following illus- | 


tration : Lord John Russell asked 
Mr. Hume ‘‘What do you consider 
the object of legislation”? ‘‘The 
greatest good to the greateet 
number,’’ was the reply. ‘What 
do you consider the greatest num- 
ber’? asked his lordship. ‘‘Num- 
ber one’?! was the commoner’s 
response. This is the too popular 
philosophy of our age. 

Posterity demands our highest 
and best. We should consider 
the immortal influence of our vote 
and should vote in the interests 
of the unborn millions. 

In conclusion, the preacher 
showed that the spiritual forces 
alone can perpetuate the institu- 
tions of Empire.

The Laurier government is 
going to ba defeated in any 
event, and the road, if ‘it is 
built, will be built under the Con- 
servative government, and by 
the C.P.R.

TIME FOR CHANGE 
SAYS OLD LIBERAL. 


Col. Gregory, of Lacombe, Alberta, 
Denounces Exploitation of the 
Public Domain. 


Ottawa, Sept. 20—One of the 
striking characters of the Ang- 
lican Synod, now in session in 
this city, is -Lieut.-Col. J. J. 
Gregory, of Lacombe, in the con- 
stituency of Red Deer, Alberta. 
The Colonel is an old Ontario 
man, but left his home near Port 
Dalhousie, over twenty years ago, 
and has been a resident of the 
Province of Alberta for the past 
fifteen years. He is a life-long 
Liberal, but admits that the 
country is now ripe for a change, 
and that Mr. Borden’s policy is 
the best for the country at this 
juncture. 

Col. Gregory says the whole 
West is aroused over the revela- 
tions by Mr. Ames of the squan- 
dering of the public domain by 
the Government, by the: distri- 
bution of coal lands and timber 
limits to party favorites and party 
friends. There is also a growing 
feeling in the West against the 
manner in which patronage has 
been dispensed. 

Col. Gregory’s views )n the 
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railway question are very em- 
phatic. He said the Liberals lost 
the opportunity of their lives 
when, instead of handing all the 
Western country over to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, they did 
not extend the Intercolonial Rail- 
way to the Pacific Coast, and own 
and operate it in the interests of 
the people of Canada.

GRAVE CHARGES AGAINST 
THE TORONTO GLOBE. 


The Liberal Organ Chloro- 
formed Public Opinion To 
Take $2,000,000 Out 
of Treasury. 


Editor Macdonald Trying To Get 
Others To Pull His Chestnuts 
Out Of The Fire. 


Toronto, September 25.—The 
challenge of J. A. McDonald to 
Hon. R. P. Roblin is really the 
political sensation of the day in 
Toronto and is talked of every- 
where. Mr. Willison has made nu 
reply and the News makes no 
reference to the matter other than 
to give prominence to the follow- 
ing despatch from Peterboro 
containing a statement by Premier 
Roblin: 

Peterboro, September 25—Hon. 
R.P.Roblin, premier of Manitoba, 
made the folloaing statement this 
morning: 

“The signed statement by the 
editor-in-chief of the Globe in 
this morning’s issue of that paper 
concerning myself and _ the 
charges made by me regarding 
the Crow’s Nest Pass coal mines, 
requires further reference by me. 

“Mr.' MacDonald sets up two 
pleas of defence—an alibi and 
ignorance of knewledge as to the 
facts that I allege. 

“‘Aa to his alibi—that is the 
defence set up by all offenders 
who cannot offer anything else to 
the court in defence of their 
indictment. 

‘“‘As to his want of knowledge 
—here Mr. Roblin told the story 
of a negro who on appearing for 
the hundredth time in a police 
court was greeted by the magis- 
trate with ‘‘Well, John, I don’t 
know what to do with you,’’ to 
which the _ prisoner replied: 
“Jedge, I ain’t responsible for 
your ignorance,”’ 

Mr. Roblin went on: ‘‘I repeat 
every word I said in my ‘Toronto 
speech and I do so because it is a 
matter of public interest and 
refers to the public Comain. 

‘“‘Mr. MacDonald charges me 
with maladministration of the 
public domain of Manitoba. That 
is a charge, if he has warrant or 
justification on which to baae 
such a statement, I repeat again 
this challenge, that any man that 
tne Globe newspaper can name, 


book, every voucher, that has 
‘reference, direct or indirect, to 
‘the charges made; on condition 
that I shall have the right to name 
a man who shall have the same 
right to examine every paper, 
every record, government or 
‘otherwise, at Ottawa or elsewhere, 
which has reference to the Crow’s 
Nest Pass railway deal. 

“In connection with that, I 
charge that the Globe chloroform- 
ed public opinion in Canada in 
order that the government of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier might take $2,- 
000,000 additional out of the pub- 
lic treasury over and above what 
was necessary to secure the con- 
struction of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
railway, and that the Globe, and 
those for whom it spoke, in such 
ehloroforming of public opinion 
received 250,000 acres of the best 
coal lands in the world; but that 
they returned 50,000 acres to the 
government as a pretense of 
settlement of an alleged claim.
